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New procedure for travel outside of Kirkuk Air Base

New procedures have been established for people who 
need to travel outside the wire. 

The new policy, which supersedes the former "Off Base 
Rules of Engagement," is on the O: drive under all personnel. 

According to Master Sgt. Steven Bailey, 506th AEG 
Antiterrorism/Force Protection Cell, off-base travel will be 
for official business only; however, the commander or vice 


commander will consider exceptions on a case-by-case basis. 

"The request will be routed through our office, OSI, the 
security forces and then the group commander," said Bailey. 
"Then the letter will be signed by the command post repre¬ 
sentative prior to departure and presented to the security 
escort personnel manning the gate. The safety of our per¬ 
sonnel and assets are our number one priority."

Army personnel stationed around 
Kirkuk City were given a unique 
opportunity to practice their faith in a 
place many people would have never 
thought possible just a few months 
ago. 

Soldiers of the 4th Infantry Division 
gathered to take part in a Catholic 
Mass held at the current home of the 
l-12th Infantry Unit - the former 
home of Ali Hassan al-Majid, better 
known as “Chemical Ali.” 

Chap. (Lt. Col.) Joseph Vu, 506th 
Air Expeditionary Group chaplain at 
Kirkuk, provided the Mass. 

“Spiritual health is important for 
total well-being,” he said. “A soldier 
needs spiritual strength in addition to 
physical strength for his mission and 
personal problems.” 

The chaplain said being in a geo¬ 
graphically separated location, the sol¬ 
diers do not have access to other sup¬ 
port agencies, and he feels chaplain 
support is important to fill that void. 

“The desert, a remote environment, 
makes a person look inward,” he said. 
“Chaplains can provide an ear for 
those who need it, especially when the 
issues relate to confidentiality.” 

Holding the Mass in one of 
Chemical All’s residence may have

been a coincidence because it was the 
home to most of the soldiers, but the 
chaplain knew that his services were 
needed there. 

“Knowing who he (Chemical Ali) 
was, with the past history of using 
chemical weapons on the Kurds and 
his house being a place to conduct tor¬ 
ture and other criminal acts, I didn’t 
hesitate to conduct Mass there in order 
to purify and bless the place and pray 
for the soldiers who reside there. I also 
felt the need to be there because their 
compound recently came under a mor¬ 
tar attack -1 wanted to pray for 
them.” 

The Air Force chaplain was called 
upon to conduct the service because 
there’s a limited presence of Army 
priests in the area and many of the 
Catholic soldiers didn’t have the 
opportunity to consult with a priest on 
their spiritual life issues. 

“This Mass was an extremely 
important event for our soldiers 
because several of them haven’t 


attended Mass since May,” said Army 
Chaplain (Capt.) Harry Byrd, battalion 
chaplain. “We do have EMEs 
(Extraordinary Ministers of the 
Eucharist), but they cannot give a full 
Mass and offer the counseling and 
Confession time. I could see that this 
time meant a great deal for our sol¬ 
diers. The soldiers need words of 
encouragement that are from their own 
faith background.” 

This wasn’t the first or the last time 
for Vu to administer Mass for 
deployed troops. In the past, he has 
provided Catholic Mass at many bare- 
base locations and even on the Kitty 
Hawk while stationed in the Persian 
Gulf He plans to continue to provide 
the services the soldiers need - any¬ 
time and anywhere. 

“I have always had a great relation¬ 
ship with the Army, and am ready to 
care for them at anytime,” he said. 
“I’m glad to have the opportunity to 
provide these services in Iraq. We are 
‘One Team - One Fight.’”

Explosive ordnance disposal item of the week 


HAND GRENADE - These weapons are easily concealed 
explosive items that have the capability to cause great 
harm through both blast and fragmentation. They are gen¬ 
erally the size of a hand tool. If found, do not attempt to 
touch or move the item, as they have the capability of being 
booby-trapped. Mark the area in accordance with the 
Airman’s Manual, and contact the 506th Expeditionary 
Civil Engineer Squadron’s Explosive Ordinance Disposal 
with the location and a point of contact.
